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The Applicant contends that Rosenberg does not teach "transmitting from a first user a single subscribe message requesting presence 
info for other multiple users". Examiner asserts this section is explicitly taught in (pg 19, 5.4 Presence server processing of SUBSCRIBE, 
5 th paragraph, lines 1-3). As the Applicant points out, "if there is more than one contact that indicates support of the subscribe method, 
the proxy may fork the request i.e. send the subscription to more than one presence agent", Applicant further brings up the topic where 
"contacts" do not refer to other users in the system, but are rather addresses to which notifications are to be sent. 

In response to Applicant's arguments, referring first to Applicant's specification, pg 1 , lines 20-25, "It allows entities or users to maintain a 
passive check on the communication status of other entities or users with whom they may wish to communicate". Without further 
elaboration within the specification as to what 'users' are, the examiner will interpret users/entities as network nodes with addresses. 
Google's definiton of entities comprises: "people, places, or things about which we want to collect, store, and maintain information" and 
"something that has distinct, separate existence, though it need not be a material existence. In particular, abstractions and legal fictions 
are usually regarded as entities. In general, there is also no presumption that an entity is animate". Furthermore, judging from Applicant's 
disclosure, Applicant's invention is contacting physical electronic devices, i.e. 3G mobile devices rather than animate objects actual 
users/humans themselves, in otherwords, the invention is actually contacting network devices with network addresses which happen to be 
operated by another animate object, i.e. human being / user. In retrospect, Rosenberg's disclosure explicitly points out contacting multiple 
hosts, (i.e. laptop, pda, cell phone etc.), and is further admitted by the Applicant, see Remarks, pg 7, lines 1-2 
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
